It points out with logic;i.l 
precision the fact that in taxing the company's franchises the water con- 
sumers are being taxed for the privilege of buying water.

paid go into the State and county ti efisuries as well as in the municipal treas- 
ury; hence a tax on the %\i ter comj'any's franchises is a burden placed on the 
customers of that corporal.on to lighten the tax burdens of other communi- 
ties. 


But why should the water cor=umers of this city permit themselves to 


be taxed for allowing: some one 'o sell them water? 
As the tax is an 


operating expense. H is :.dded to the rates charged the consumer. 
The 


courts have declared that it cannot be taken out of the net Income of the 
•water company but must oe provided for as an extra expense. 


It would be absurd to tax the uu-ner of a dairy on his his ranch, build- 


ings,' cows, horses, wagons and mill, cans and then assess him in addition on 
his milk route to make th? piice <f milk higher. Yet it would be no more 
absurd than taxing the franchises "f the water company. 


These so-called franchises are nothing more than a. constitutional rigl t 


conferred upon all Individ aals and corporations alike. 
They confer no ex- 


clusive privilege, and slrr.jily proviJe against competition being barred out. 
By a fiction of the. law, a provision of the organic law framed to protect the 
public from the abuse of exclusive franchise privileges for supplying wa*<r 
has been twisted into a taxable pi iperty <T5jht. In other words, the consti- 
tutional prohibition against grant! ig franchises within the common sense 
meaning of the term to corporation•, or individuals supplying the public with 
•water has been construed as conferring a property right franchise. 
Mayor 


Olney shows how it operates to the detriment of the public by increasing the 
cost of water to the consumer, bur an analysis of the water clause of the 
State Constitution and nn inquiry into the reasons which moved its adop- 
tion clearly demonstrate that the existence of a franchise is a mere pre- 
eumptlon contradictory of the expiess language and meaning of the Con- 
stitution. The gist of the Mayor's letter is contained In these words: 


"In establishing the rctes the Council must provide, first, for the run- 


ning: expenses, including t ixcs, anil then add a reasonable rate of interest 
on the value of the prope-ty. " Th.,t Is to say, the consumers of the water 
must pay the legitimate expenses o) the water company and a reasonable re- 
turn or interest on the value of the property. 
These are the two amounts 


that n'ust be paid by the consume r. Included in the running expense?, of 
course, are the annual tax<s levied upon the property of the water compani. 
therefore, it Is not the water company, under the scheme devised by o-jr 
Constitution, that pays the taxes, b it it Is the water consumer. 


"It 1» therefore, riuesticnabl-e in rr.y mind, whether any taxes can be im- 


posed on the property of a corpontlon solely devoted to supplying a mu- 
tilrlpallty and Its Inhabitants with .vater." 


In other words, the M.-yor app irs the rule of municipal ownership to a 


prater Company supplying the pub!!'' under th« law of California. If the city 
of Oakland owned its own water \ orks neither the plant nor the franchisj 
would be taxable. 
The cos: of supplying water would, therefore, not include 


the tnxrs now levied on tl'e tanfril le property and franchises of the Contr.i 
Costa Company. 
1C the corporation were not compelled to pay taxes at all, 


It would not be under the necessity of adding 10 or 12 per cent to the bills it 
render* uater consumers tr> reimbui so itself for what it is required to pay to 
the Tax Collector. 


Tho cry of this community has been for cheaper water, yet that cry, by 


a manifest contradiction, his been roupled with a demand that the taxes of 
the water company bo Incr -ased, which is equivalent to calling for a raise in 
the rates since overy raise in the assessment creates an additional burden for 
the water consumer. The ivater company has no other business than sup- 
plying tho public with w a t < r and no source of revenue other than the mor.ery 
it derives from the sale of water. As such public purveyor it is limited 5n its 
charges by the flat of the municipal legislature, and the amount of its taxei 
constitute a fixed charge against it: patrons and net against its profits. 


A better understanding of the .vater question can .be reached by enum-
